Senior at Va. Tech ID’d 
as gunman in rampage 

BLACKSBURG, VA. | The gunman in the 
Virginia Tech massacre was a sullen loner 
who alarmed professors and classmates with 
his twisted, blood- drenched creative writing 
and left a rambling note in his dorm room 
raging against women and rich kids. 

A chilling picture emerged Tuesday of 
Cho Seung-Hui, 23, a day after the blood- 
bath that left 33 people 
dead, including Cho, who 
killed himself. 

News reports said that 
he may have been taking 
medication for depression 
and thathewas becoming 
increasingly violent and 
erratic. Professor Carolyn 
Rude, chairwoman of 
the university’s English 
department, said his 
writing was so disturb- 
ing that he had been 
referred to the school’s 
counseling service. 

Despite many warn- 
ing signs that came to 
light in the bloody after- 
math, police and univer- 
sity officials offered no 
clues as to exactly what set Cho, a senior, off 
on the deadliest shooting rampage in modern 
U.S. history. “He was a loner, and we’re hav- 
ing difficulty finding information about him,” 
school spokesman Larry Hincker said. 

The Chicago Tribune reported that the 
note railed against “rich kids,” “debauchery” 
and “deceitful charlatans” on campus. ABC, 
citing law enforcement sources, said the note, 
several pages long, explains Cho’s actions and 
says, “You caused me to do this.” (ap)

CHICAGO I Horrible, real-world 
happenings are unfolding almost 
simultaneously in the virtual world, 
as Virginia Tech students and peo- 
ple from all over the world gather 
online to grieve and vent. 

Almost immediately after 
Monday’s deadly shootings, Vir- 
ginia Tech students created an 
“I’m OK” page on Facebook to let 
one another and their loved ones 
know that they survived. 

Since Monday, there has been 
a nonstop flood of postings on the

The memorial service was sub- 
dued, but ended with a spontaneous 
school chant of “Let’s go, Hokies!” 
the university mascot. The presi- 
dent met with a wounded student 
and 50 relatives of the victims, hug- 
ging them and telling them to take

Before flying to the tragedy- 
stricken university in southwest- 
ern Virginia, Bush ordered flags 
flown at half-staff and issued a 
written proclamation in honor of 
those killed and wounded.

Professor Saved Students 


Holocaust survivor 
killed while blocking 
classroom doorway 

JERUSALEM | A 76 -year- old lectur- 
er shot to death trying to save his 
students from the Virginia Tech 
assailant was a Holocaust survi- 
vor who later escaped to Israel 
from communist Romania, his 
son said Tuesday. 

Relatives said Liviu Librescu, an 
internationally respected aeronau- 
tics engineer and a lecturer at the 
school for 20 years, saved the lives 
of several students by barricading 
his classroom door before he was 
gunned down in Monday’s massa- 
cre, which coincided with Israel’s 
Holocaust remembrance day. 

Librescu’s students sent e-mails 
recounting the last moments of their 
teacher’s life to his wife, Marlena, 
his son, Joe, told The Associated 
Press on Tuesday. 

“My father blocked the doorway

with his body and asked the stu- 
dents to flee,” Joe Librescu said 
in a telephone interview from his 
home outside of Tel Aviv. “Students 
started opening windows and jump- 
ing out.” 

Librescu had known hardship 


since childhood. 

When Romania joined forces 
with Nazi Germany in World War 
II, he was first interned in a labor 
camp in Transnistria and then was 
deported along with his family and 
thousands of other Jews to a cen- 
tral ghetto in the city of Focsani, 
his son said. 

Librescu, who moved to Israel 
in 1978, came to Virginia in 1985 
for a sabbatical year, but eventually 
made the move permanent, said Joe 
Librescu, who himself studied at 
Virginia Tech from 1989 to 1994. 

At Virginia Tech, where Libres- 
cu received an honorary degree in 
2000, his picture was placed on a 
table, a candle was lit, and people 
laid flowers nearby. 

Professor Nicolae Serban Tomes- 
cu described Librescu as “strong and 
dignified.” 

“He had a huge affection for 
his students, and he sacrificed 
his life for them,” Tomescu said.

Institutions across the 
country on high alert 
after Va. Tech tragedy 

AUSTIN, TEXAS I Campus threats 
forced lockdowns and evacuations at 
universities in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Tennessee and two public schools in 
Louisiana on Tuesday, a day after 
a Virginia Tech student killed 32 
people and himself. 

In Louisiana, parents picked up 
hundreds of students from Bogalusa’s 
high school and middle school amid 
reports that a man had been arrested 
Tuesday morning for threatening a 
mass killing in a note that alluded to 
the murders at Virginia Tech. 

“The note referred to what 
happened at Virginia Tech,” said 
superintendent Jerry Payne. “It 
said something like, Tf you think 
that was bad, then you haven’t seen 
anything yet.’” 

In Austin, authorities evacuated 
buildings at St. Edward’s University 
after a threatening note was found, 
a school official said. 


At the University of Tennessee 
at Chattanooga, officials ordered 
three campus administration build- 
ings evacuated for almost two hours 
Tuesday morning in response to a 
telephone bomb threat. 

School spokesman Chuck 
Cantrell said there was no reason 
to believe the bogus threat was 


related to the shootings at Virgin- 
ia Tech, but “we just chose to err on 
the side of caution today.” 

At the University of Oklahoma, 
a man was reported on campus car- 
rying a suspicious object, officials 
said. The man was carrying an 
umbrella, not a weapon, and was 
released, (ap)

Nagasaki 
Mayor Shot 
To Death 

Organized crime chief 
reportedly carries out 
killing over car damage 

T 0 K YO I The mayor of the Japanese 
city of Nagasaki was shot to death 
in a brazen attack Tuesday by an 
organized crime chief apparently 
enraged that the city refused to 
compensate him after his car was 
damaged at a public works con- 
struction site, police said. 

The shooting was rare in a coun- 
try where handguns are strictly 
banned and only five politicians 
are known to have been killed 
since World War 11. 

Mayor Iccho Ito, 61, was shot 
twice in the back at point-blank 
range outside a train station Tues- 
day evening, Nagasaki police official 
Rumi Tsujimoto said. Ito died after 
emergency surgery, said Nagasaki 
prefectural police official Hiro- 
fumi Ito. 

Tetsuya Shiroo, a senior member 
of Yamaguchi-gumi, Japan’s larg- 
est organized crime syndicate, was 
wrestled to the ground by officers 
after the attack and arrested, police 
said. He later admitted to shooting 
Ito with a handgun with the intent 
to kill, Nagasaki chief investigator 
Kazuki Umebayashi said. 

It was the second attack in the 
last 20 years against a mayor of 
Nagasaki, which was destroyed by a 
U.S. atomic bomb in the closing days 
of World War II in 1945 and whose 
leaders have actively campaigned 
against militarism, (ap)

Iraq’s neighbors urged 
to leave door open to

GENEVA I Top United Nations offi- 
cials urged Iraq’s neighbors Tuesday 
to leave the door open to Iraqis flee- 
ing the country by the tens of thou- 
sands each month, but said other 
countries also need to help.

LO N D 0 N I The Virginia Tech shoot- 
ings sparked criticism of U.S. gun 
control laws around the world 
Tuesday. Editorials lashed out at 
the availability of weapons, and 
the leader of Australia — one of 
America’s closest allies — declared 
that America’s gun culture was cost- 
ing lives. 

South Korea’s Foreign Ministry 
said the government hoped Mon- 
day’s shootings, allegedly carried 
out by a 23 -year- old South Kore- 
an native, would not “stir up racial 
prejudice or confrontation.” 

While some focused blame only 
on the gunman, world opinion over 
U.S. gun laws was almost unani- 
mous: Access to weapons increases 
the probability of shootings. There 
was no sympathy for the view that 
more guns would have saved lives 
by enabling students to shoot the 
assailant. 

“We took action to limit the 
availability of guns, and we showed 
a national resolve that the gun cul- 
ture that is such a negative in the 
United States would never become 
a negative in our country,” said Aus- 
tralian Prime Minister John How- 
ard, who staked his political career 
on promoting tough gun laws after a 
gunman went on one of the world’s 
deadliest killing sprees in a Tasma- 
nian resort 11 years ago. 

Handguns are also banned in 
Britain — a prohibition that forces 
even the country’s Olympic pistol 
shooting team from practicing on 
its own soil. In Sweden, civilians 
can acquire firearm permits only 
if they have a hunting license or are

members of a shooting club and have 
no criminal record. In Italy, people 
must have a valid reason for want- 
ing one.

Still, leaders from Britain, Ger- 
many, Mexico, China, Afghanistan 
and France stopped short of criticiz- 
ing President Bush or U.S. gun laws

“It would be unjust and especial- 
ly false to reduce the United States 
to the image created, in a recurrent 
way, from the bursts of murderous 
fury that some isolated individuals 
succumb to. But acts like this are 
rare elsewhere, and tend to often 
disfigure the American dream.’”

Walter Reed systems 
to be overhauled and 
upgraded for soldiers 

WASHINGTON | Under criticism 
for poor treatment of injured sol- 
diers, the Pentagon announced 
new measures Tuesday to provide 
more health screenings, improve 
its record-keeping system and 
simplify an unwieldy disability 
claims system. 

Testifying before a House panel, 
Michael Dominguez, principal dep- 
uty undersecretary of defense, and 
Major Gen. Gale Pollock, the Army’s 
acting surgeon general, acknowl- 
edged a need for major changes. 

The new initiatives come follow- 
ing a blistering report last week by 
an independent review group co- 
chaired by former Army Secretaries 
John O. “Jack” Marsh and Togo D. 
West that found money woes and 
Pentagon neglect were to blame 
for many of the problems at Wal- 
ter Reed. 

Concluding that Pentagon offi- 
cials should have known about prob - 
lems but chose to ignore them, the 
panel ordered by Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates called for an infusion 
of funds, a new “center of excellence” 
for brain injury cases as well as an 
overhaul of the disability claims sys- 
tem, which critics say shortchanges 
injured soldiers, (ap) 


Developer Sentenced to Probation 


Douglas Jemal avoids 
jail time, federal judge 
cites good deeds done 

Downtown Washington develop- 
er Douglas Jemal was sentenced 
to probation today after a feder- 
al judge said Jemal’s generosity 
and good works for the commu- 
nity outweighed any damage he 
had done. 


U.S. District Judge Ricardo 
M. Urbina said it was “inconceiv- 
able” to him that he could he send 
Jamal to prison for a felony wire 
fraud conviction after the judge had 
sentenced repeat drug offenders to 
probation for their help in convict- 
ing their colleagues. 

Prosecutors had asked that 
Jemal, who was acquitted on six 
of seven felony counts in October, 
serve four years in prison, declar- 


ing that the defendant was arrogant 
and unrepentant. 

Since his conviction for defraud- 
ing a lender to get $430,000, the 
government said, Jemal has shown 
no remorse and shrugged off his 
guilty verdict, which came after a 
three-year criminal prosecution, as 
a “splinter” in his foot. 

Jemal’s attorneys portrayed their 
client in court papers as a devoted 
family man, a real estate genius 


who has often sacrificed profits 
to nurture the revitalization of his 
adopted city and a charitable figure 
hounded by prosecutors. 

Prosecutors maintained that 
Jemal succeeded in specula- 
tive real estate in Washington 
in part by stalling payment on 
his debts, exploiting small con- 
tractors and treating “ordinary” 
rules and laws as beneath him.

British Pound Breaks $2 


U.K. currency hasn’t 
been as strong against 
the dollar since ’92 

LO N 0 0 N I The last time the British 
pound was worth more than $2, 
the elder George Bush was waging 
a losing U.S. presidential campaign 
against Bill Clinton and the Euro- 
tunnel linking Britain to Europe 
was still under construction. 

It took almost 15 years for the 
pound to again touch $2, the level 
it breached Tuesday after figures 
showing an unexpected surge in 
inflation led economists to con- 
clude that multiple interest-rate 
increases were likely. The pros- 
pect of higher rates can boost 
a currency by promising bigger 
returns on certain investments 
denominated in it. 

While the currency has been 
flirting with the $2 level for sev- 
eral months, hitting it marks a key 
psychological notch in trading that

analysts expect to hold. 

The pound reached a high of 
$2.0074 before dropping back to 
$2.0040 in afternoon Europe- 
an trading, up from $1.9900 late 


Monday in New York. 

The last time the currency trad- 
ed above $2 — on Sept. 16, 1992 — 
marked the end of Britain’s mem- 
bership in the European Exchange 
Rate mechanism, which pegged the 
pound to the currencies of other EU 
members. 

“We believe that sterling could 
well remain above $2 for an extend- 
ed period,” said Howard Archer, 
chief economist at Global Insight.

Football Takes a Backseat 


Beamer: 

Hokies coach cancels 
Saturday s spring game 
following shootings 

HOKIES SPORTS I Frank Beamer grew 
up about an hour from Blacksburg, 
played football for Virginia Tech and 
has become the very familiar face of 
the university as the man who built 
the Hokies into one of the nation’s 
elite football programs. 

But on Monday, Beamer was like 
so many others — glued to the tele- 
vision and watching as the details 


of mass murder on the campus he 
loves slowly dribbled out. 

On Tuesday, he canceled his 
team’s last three spring practices 
and Saturday’s spring game, which 
is always a big draw at Lane Stadi- 
um. None of his players was hurt in 
the shooting spree that left 33 dead, 
including the gunman. 

“There’s things more important 
than football right now,” he said 
after attending a somber convo- 
cation. “There’s a lot of grieving 
families here, and there’s going to 
be a lot of grieving families here

Saturday. I just thought it was the 
right thing to do.” 

The school also postponed a 
baseball game against William & 
Mary that was to have been played 
Wednesday. Five spring sports teams 
will participate in ACC champion- 
ships as scheduled, the school said. 

Beamer was in his office when 
news of the shootings broke, and 
when he was cleared to leave at 
about noon, there was no way to 
avoid watching. He said he tried to 
work out when he got home, but 
the phone kept ringing, so finally 


he just watched. 

“The most amazing thing is you 
know what this place is like,” he said 
in his spacious football office. “And all 
of a sudden you have a massacre.” 

He said he imagines the school’s 
reputation will take a beating in the 
coming days as the nation remains 
gripped by the details ofthe murders, 
but that he expects the best ofVirgin- 
ia Tech will come forth, as well. 

“If I know anything about Hok- 
ies, and I think I do, I think what’s 
going to happen is we’re going to 
become closer, show even more 
respect for each other,” he said. 
“We’re going to be even more 
proud and it’s going to draw us 
closer together.” hankkurzjr. (ap)

Green Says He May Return to Hoyas 


Forward says there’s 
a 70 percent chance; 
Hibbert says its 50-50 

HOYAS HOOPS I Big East Player 
of the Year Jeff Green said Tues- 
day there is a “70-30” chance he 
will return to Georgetown for his 
senior season. 

Green and fellow junior Roy 
Hibbert submitted their names as 
early entry candidates for the NBA 
draft last week. Neither has hired an 
agent, so both could return to ful- 
fill their oft- stated goal of playing 
four years with the Hoyas. 


“Right now, 70-30 — 70 com- 
ing back,” Green said. “It depends 
on whether I’m ready. I still have a 
lot of things I need to work on to 
play at that level.” 

Both players are potential lot- 
tery picks, and both said they want 
to get a gauge of what their NBA 
value is now and what it might be 
if they stay in school another year. 

“Do I want to go eight-through- 
14, or do I want to go top three next 
year?” Hibbert said. “That does play 
a factor in my decision.” 

Hibbert put his odds of return- 
ing at 50-50, even though he said 
Green is the more NBA-ready 


player. Should both return, coach 
John Thompson Ill’s team could be 
a favorite to win the NCAA title next 
season. The Hoyas made the Final 
Four this year before losing to Ohio 
State in the national semifinals. 

“I wouldn’t want to be at the end of 
a bench on an NBA team, not being 
able to develop and show what I can 
do, so another year here would be 
great, obviously,” Hibbert said. “But 
I’m just going to see if Coach thinks 
I’m ready. I would love to come back 
and get a national championship ban- 
ner in here. We were close this year, 
but next year could be great.” 

Green and Hibbert have until 


June 18 to withdraw their names 
if they want to return to George- 
town. The draft is June 28. 

Green, while saying his deci- 
sion could go either way, said it 
won’t necessarily be swayed by 
the chance to make his millions a 
year earlier. Told that many people 
wouldn’t able to resist such a temp- 
tation, he said: “I’m different from 
those people.” 

“School is only going to be here 
four years,” Green said. “The NBA 
will be there forever. ... Either way. 
I’m going to come back and get my 
degree.”

Soriano 
Out for 
A Week 

Groin injury will keep 
the Cubs’ $136 million 
outfielder sidelined 

BASEBALL I Chicago Cubs outfield- 
er Alfonso Soriano expects to miss 
about a week after straining his left 
groin while diving for a ball Mon- 
day night against the San Diego 
Padres. 

The Cubs mulled putting the 
five -time All-Star on the 15 -day 
disabled list, even though an MRI 
on Tuesday revealed no major 
structural damage. Instead, they 
optioned right-handed pitcher 
Angel Guzman to Triple -A Iowa 
just before Tuesday’s game against 
the Padres and called up top pros- 
pect Felix Pie, who started in cen- 
ter and batted leadoff in his major- 
league debut. 

“I’m upset right now because I 
like to play every day,” Soriano said 
Tuesday morning. “I think I want to 
be there for them in a week.” 

A key component in the 
Cubs’ offseason overhaul, Soria- 
no is batting .245 with no hom- 
ers and one RBI after signing 
for eight years and $136 million.

Referee 
Punished 
By NBA 

Veteran Joey Crawford 
suspended indefinitely 
for Duncan interaction 

BASKETBALL I Joey Crawford is done 
ejecting players and coaches this 
season. On Tuesday, he was the one 
getting tossed. 

The veteran NBA referee was 
suspended indefinitely by commis- 
sioner David Stern for his conduct 
toward Tim Duncan, who contends 
the official challenged him to a fight 
during a game in Dallas.

Escape From Geneva 



Laid-back Carouge 
feels like it’s a world 
away from the big city 

SUBURBAN TRIP I The fast-flowing 
River Arve separates the city of 
Geneva from its nearby neighbor, 
Carouge. But the laid-back town is 
a world away in terms of architec- 
ture, atmosphere and history. 

“People come to Carouge, they 
still feel this difference,” said Gianna 
Mestermann, a guide who runs 
tours of the area. “As soon as you 
leave Geneva, you’re surprised by 
the architecture and the artisans 
you see working.” 

In the 18th century, the Arve was 
actually an international frontier, 
marking a border between Carouge, 
which belonged to the Italian realm 
of Piedmont, and the city-state of 
Geneva, which at the time was still 
heavily influenced by the austere 
16th-century Protestant preach- 


ings of John Calvin. 

King Victor Amadeus III, a Cath- 
olic ruler whose domain included 
Carouge, wanted to develop the tiny 
settlement into a trading rival to 
Geneva. But he needed more peo- 


ple, traders and craftsmen to boost 
his ambitious project. 

“He wanted to build a town just 
at the doors of Geneva and to com- 
pete with Geneva,” explained Mes- 
termann. 


Over time, Carouge became 
a place where Catholics, moder- 
ate Protestants from Geneva, and 
Jewish traders fleeing persecu- 
tion around Europe were able to 
live together peacefully. 

Carouge today is considered a 
suburb of Geneva, as well as a des- 
tination for artisans and fashion- 
able young city dwellers. 

On the street, visitors can find 
artists’ workshops, specialty stores 
and a plethora of brasseries, cafes 
and bars — a holdover from the 
days when alcohol and dancing 
were banned in Geneva. 

And Carouge is still the place 
to party. It’s easy to cross the river 
by tram, and on weekend evenings, 
the bars of Carouge are packed with 
carousing young Genevois, while 
on the other side of the river, the 
nightlife tends to be more sedate, 
often catering to the city’s legions 
of international businessmen and 
diplomats, samcage(ap)

ROAD TEST | Sixty years ago, leg- 
endary Italian industrialist Enzo 
Ferrari set about to improve the 
lives of rich guys everywhere.

The Spirit of Comedy 



Gary Shandling gets 
mystical about his 
‘Larry Sanders’ DVDs 

DEEP JAPES I We could begin with 
the Zen “emptiness circle” tattooed 
on the back of his neck. Or a deep 
thought, half- disguised as a joke: 
“I’ve been on a state of high alert 
since high school. I didn’t need 
9/11 to remind me that we live on 
a ball of flame.” 

Or we could get right to the 
news that April 17 marked the 
release of “Not Just the Best of the 
Larry Sanders Show,” a four- disc 
selective retrospective of the para- 
digm-breaking, paradigm- setting 
1992 to 1998 HBO comedy about 
a late-night talk show host and his 
codependents — a set with which 
Gary Shandling, its star and guid- 
ing light, was thoroughly, even pro- 
foundly involved. 

The DVD, which contains eight 
hours of new material, is a thing 
of many angles, as much about 
Shandling as it is about “Sand- 
ers,” and as much about the actors 
as the characters they played, and 
as much about the process as the 
product. It revels in contradictions: 
the seriousness of comedy; playing 
a role to become yourself; offering 
for public consumption what the 
menu describes as “intimate, per- 


sonal, indulgent visits with my 
friends that are meant for only me 
to see.” When he calls the project “a 
labor of love,” he is not being glib; 
love is its actual subject. 

Though it was never success- 
ful in the way of “Friends,” the 
series’ influence continues to play 
out, anticipating the current run 
on backstage comedies, and it 
explored the blurring of the line 
between fact and fiction later seen 
in “Entourage,” “Extras” and “Curb 


Your Enthusiasm,” with guest celeb- 
rities playing versions or inversions 
of themselves. 

Shandling seems to see every- 
thing — stand-up comedy, acting, 
boxing, a DVD, this interview — as 
an occasion for growth, learning, 
self-realization. One choice on the 
DVD’s opening menu reads, “I don’t 
really want to watch this DVD. I’d 
rather spend my time talking to a 
human being.” (Selecting it gets the 
response “Option not available.”) 


Appropriately, then, the heart 
of the DVD set is the several long, 
basically unedited encounters Shan- 
dling has with some of the show’s 
celebrity guests, who are not coin- 
cidentally also his friends (Alec 
Baldwin, Ellen DeGeneres, Jerry 
Seinfeld).

Bright Eyes Gone Dull 


‘Cassadaga’ suffers 
from sameness, which 
obscures its brilliance 

MUSIC I Bright Eyes’ Conor Oberst 
has cultivated a reputation for 
risk-taking and surprise, both in 
his music and his career. 

His best songs use clever, unex- 
pected twists that pull the listener 
deeper into the song. 

And his career is packed with 
anti- establishment turns, includ- 


ing releasing two excellent albums 
of different styles simultaneously 
in 2005. 

Unfortunately, the surprises 
have run out on Bright Eyes’ lat- 
est album, “Cassadaga” (Saddle 
Creek). It’s not that there is any- 
thing wrong with the indie folk of 
the first single, “Four Winds,” the 
raucous “Hot Knives” or the dreamy 
“Make a Plan to Love Me.” It’s that 
over the course of the album, so little 
changes. The focus on Oberst’s lyrics 
is so overwhelming that the musical 


arrangements bend to accommo- 
date them. His phrasing and vocal 
approach is basically the same from 
start to finish, and Oberst seems so 
interested in the lyrics of his new 
songs that everything else seems 
secondary. 

In short bursts, “Cassadaga” 
can be moving, even brilliant at 
times. But, taken as a whole, it is 
repetitive and grating and paints 
Bright Eyes as more of a one- 
trick pony than he really is.

As home foreclosures 
rise, law enforcement 
takes on a hard role 

Deputy Jon Shokes knows a few 
things about you by the time he 
shows up on your doorstep. 

He knows whether you or anyone 
who lived at your home has ever been 
to jail. He knows whether police have 
ever been called to the house. 

And, with his roll of industri- 
al-strength tape and an eviction 
notice in hand, Shokes also knows 
that you haven’t made your mort- 
gage payments. 

“Like anything else I do in law 
enforcement, I want as much infor- 
mation as possible to keep myself 
safe,” Shokes said during one recent 
day spent posting some of the 150 
eviction notices he’s served in the 
past 18 months. So far this year, he’s 
on pace to serve about 120 notices 
— about the same as last year. 

As mortgage foreclosures 
increase around the country, it’s left 
to Shokes and other law enforce- 
ment agents to complete the final 
steps in the wrenching process of 
forcing a family from a home. It’s a 
lengthy trail that leads from notices 


of late payments to court hearings 
before being handed to someone like 
Shokes. When it goes smoothly, he 
often finds a family has moved out 
before he posts the final, 8 1/2 -by- 
11 eviction notice on a door. 

The few times it’s gone badly, 
emotions run high. 

“I guess the hardest part, and 
I don’t run across it a whole lot, is 
when they have children and the 
children don’t understand. They see 
the uniform, they see the car, so I 
kind of work a little bit harder,” said 
Shokes, a 20 -year veteran.

But the fastest-growing area of 
mortgage foreclosures are high- 
priced loans made to people with 
problem credit — also called sub- 
prime loans. Many of those mort- 
gages came with low introductory 
rates and payments, but as the rates 
have risen, borrowers are finding it 
more difficult to make payments. 

In the last three months of 2006, 
about one of every 14 of those adjust- 
able rate mortgages in the state was 
in foreclosure, according to the 
Mortgage Bankers Association. 

George Williams, a 54 -year- old 
unemployed truck driver, had start- 
ed renting a place to live by the time 
Shokes posted the eviction on his 
home in the Lexington County town 
of Cayce last month. He couldn’t

So Shokes, the only deputy who 
serves foreclosure notices in Lexing- 
ton County, S.C., does his research. 
He also makes three attempts to 
contact a homeowner before post- 
ing the eviction notice. He stops by 
at different times of the day and 
chats for a spell, mostly to make 
sure they understand what’s about 
to happen. 

“I just don’t arbitrarily walk 
into this and say, ‘OK, I’m going to 
serve someone with some papers

and tell them that “Hey, you’ve got 
to be out of the house at this date 
and this time.’” I want to know who 


I’m dealing with,” he said. “Most 
people — I’d say probably 99 per- 
cent of them — understand why 
they’re losing the home, and they 
don’t take that out on me.” 

Home to about 240,000 people 
in central South Carolina, Lexing- 
ton County’s foreclosures typically 
have stemmed from divorces, job 
losses or illnesses that leave people 
unable to pay mortgages, according 
to the stories Shokes has heard from 
the people he has evicted. 


make payments after his subprime 
mortgage rose from a 7 percent rate 
to nearly 10 percent. 

The two men had talked before 
the notice went up, and Williams 
said later by phone that he had no 
hard feelings for the deputy who 
“was just doing his job.” 

“I guess it would be worse if I had 
nowhere to go,” Williams said. “If 
my stuff got put out on the street, 
I would have felt differently.”

Players are more agile — they 
dart around the court and fire cal- 
culated, precise shots. The game is 
faster — the shuttlecock can fly at 
speeds of more than 100 mph. And 
equipment is pricier — some rack- 
ets can cost more than $150. 

But Witte said there still is not 
enough serious interest in bad- 
minton and that, for most Ameri- 
cans, the game hasn’t moved out 
of the tap-tap game played in the 
backyard. 

“I think that most people have 
the impression that badminton is 
a sport where you’ve got a gin and 
tonic in one hand,” Witte said. 

Although badminton has a bad 
rap, aficionados of the sport said

they hope to recruit younger Amer- 
ican players. The U.S. Badminton 
Education Foundation is trying to 
foster the sport’s growth by reach- 
ing out to children. The national 
governing body has posted a guide 
of court locations on its Web site to 
help draw in new players. 

“There’s nothing wrong with the 
kids,” the 81-year- old Witte said. 
“It’s a matter of exposure.” 

The competitive game and 
its backyard cousin are starkly 
different. Some top players said 
they often prefer enclosed areas 
with walls painted bright green, 
so they can easily see a darting 
shuttlecock. 


While leisure players might not 
be prepared for quick shots, the best 
competitors are conditioned to move 
fluidly across the court. They pre- 


pare for brutal corner drives and 
smashes across the flimsy net. Rally 
play can stretch on, lobs can tower 
over players and short blasts can 



force them to react with the speed 
of a hockey goalie. 

A 2006 Sporting Goods Manu- 
facturers Association study found 
that 6.2 million Americans played 
badminton in 2005, said Mike May, 
a spokesman for the association. Of 
those. May said, the average bad- 
minton player played only about 13 
days per year. 

The sport enjoys more popular- 
ity in Asia — China, South Korea 
and Indonesia have won 85 per- 
cent of the Olympic medals — and 
Europe. 

“I don’t expect everybody to play 
it, but I just want people to have a 
healthy respect for it,” USA Bad- 
minton Regional Director Dave 
Zarco said. “Because if people have 
a healthy respect for it, then bad- 
minton becomes more popular.” 

Zarco said he tries to introduce 
south Florida high school students 
to the game, but is met with resis- 
tance from football, basketball and 
baseball coaches who don’t want to 
see their best players distracted. 

A teacher encouraged Leannet 
Gonzalez to join the badminton 
team at Miami’s Coral Park High 
School this season, and she picked 
it up in a matter of weeks. Now she 
hopes to play in college. 

“It’s wonderful. It’s entertaining. 
It’s a good workout. It keeps you in 
good shape. I like it,” Gonzalez said.

Disney launches

We had to 
identify who the princesses are 
now and who does the everyday 
girl relate to,” Kelly said during a 
telephone interview. 

A mood and fashion sensibil- 
ity was assigned to each prin- 
cess-themed gown: Cinderella 
is for the classic glamour bride; 
Sleeping Beauty is about pretty 
romance; Snow White is sweet 
elegance; Ariel is sultry allure; 
Belle is stylish sophisti- 
cation; and Jasmine is 
Bohemian chic. 

“It actually touches 
on every type of wed- 
ding,” explained Kelly, 
who also has her own 
bridal couture label. “For 
the destination wedding, 
there’s Ariel or Jasmine, but if 
you’re having 500 people in a 
ballroom, you’re definitely the 
Cinderella gown.” 

The decision to go into the | 
bridal market was largely made 
because of that princess dream 
so many brides talk about, said 
Andy Mooney, chairman of Dis- 
ney Consumer Products World- 



wide. “Kirstie has allowed a woman 
to enter the princess fantasy but in 
a way that’s absolutely appropriate 
for the event.” 

The gowns will be sold at 
bridal salons.

Why People Kill 

DR. DEWEY CORNELL , clinical psy- 
chologist and director of the Virginia 
Youth Violence Project atthe University 
of Virginia, was online Tuesday. 

Can these mass killings be pre- 
vented, or are we simply to accept 
them as a new postmodern reality? 

Mass killings can be prevented, 
but not by massively arming our 
society. Prevention must start long 
before the gunman is at the door. In 
almost every case of a mass shoot- 
ing, the perpetrator has spent weeks 
or months planning the attack, and 


has expressed threats that we could 
have detected. In many cases, we 
have prevented acts of violence by 
responding to these threats. 

What’s usually going on in a per- 
son’s mind that leads them to do 
something like this? Is suicide usu- 
ally part of the plan? 

Suicide is often part of the plan, 
indeed the seedbed for the irratio- 
nal thinking that leads to violence. 
Suicidal persons lose perspective on 
reality, see no hope for themselves 
and develop tunnel vision that there 
is nothing else they can do. 

We have to identify and inter- 
vene with persons who are depressed 
like this. There are too few mental 
health resources and too much stig- 


ma against mental health treatment 
in our society. 

Is the media attention condition- 
ing angry people that this is the 
platform or means to express their 
anger? 

Unfortunately, there is implied cul- 
tural support for the idea of going 
on a rampage to express your feel- 
ings. 

The Columbine boys have been 
the subject of too much glorifica- 
tion. Similarly angry and alienated 
youth identify with them.

How to lead a 
more ecologically 
responsible life 
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Miles to Go 
Before I Eat 


The distance food 
travels is as vital 
as how it’s grown 

Before you bite into your next 
piece of fruit, think of how far it 
went just to get to you. You may end 
up rethinking where and how you 
shop for food. 

More likely than not, your 
fruit came from a gigantic farm. 
It would’ve had a fairly unevent- 
ful youth, save for perhaps a harsh 
storm and a few pesticide baths. 

It was harvested, probably by 
machines or migrant workers, 
and brought to a nearby storage 


bin with many other piec- 
es of fruit. From there, it 
probably took a plane, 
train, ship or truck to 
another warehouse. 

Finally, it was trucked 
to your supermarket, 
from whence you took 
it home. 

In all, your apple 
or orange could have 
come thousands of 
miles, across state 
and even country ^ 
lines. One study 
from Iowa State Uni- 
versity found that produce sold 
in the upper Midwest travels an 



average of 1,500 miles from where 
it was born. 

Many environmentalists want 
to shorten that distance — the 
number of so-called “food miles” 
an item travels between farm and 
consumer. Doing so, they say, 
could make the food chain 
safer, give us better- quality

produce and, most importantly, 
reduce our impact on the planet. 
It’s a concept on many minds due 
to Michael Pollan’s bestselling book 
“The Omnivore’s Dilemma,” which 
delves into the sources (and cross- 
country treks) of everything from 
fast-food burgers to organic aru- 
gula. 

“The longer a food item trav-

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Rich Pirog, director of the Leop- 
old Center for Sustainable Agri- 
culture at Iowa State University. 
“Global warming is one reason” to 
buy local food, he says. 

Pirog found in a 2001 study 
that trucks bringing food from 
national sources used 17 times 
the fuel of those bringing the same 
amount from regional sources and 
four times the fuel of transport- 
ing locally grown foods. (Pirog 
assumes local trucks use more 
fuel because they’re smaller and 
make more trips.) If Iowa were to 
grow just 10 percent more of its 
food regionally and locally, Pirog 
concluded, it would reduce carbon 
dioxide emissions by 6.7 million to 
7.9 million pounds per year. 

Research like Pirog’s has led 
those who jumped on the organ- 
ic bandwagon several years ago 
to rethink their food choices. 
Whereas people once felt the key 
to earth-friendly eating was sup- 
porting natural growing practices, 
they now wonder whether reduc- 
ing food miles might be just as 
important.

As an example, an organic rasp- 
berry grown in California might be 
raised with fewer pesticides than 
its conventionally raised cousin in 
Virginia, but the amount of gaso- 
line, oil and jet fuel used to schlep it 
to the East Coast could negate the 
positive environmental impact of 
its organic-ness. “When you con- 
sider all the energy inputs, am I 
really better off?” asks Pirog. 

Ideally, of course, you’d buy both 
local and organic, a feat chef Nora 
Pouillon accomplishes at her D.C. 
restaurants Nora and Asia Nora. 
Plus, she says, buying local helps 
save farmland from development. 
“We don’t want the building sprawl 
and the mall sprawl to overcome 
our farmland,” says Pouillon. When 
she moved to the District more 
than 30 years ago, Tysons Corner 
was entirely green fields. 

Pouillon began buying from 
local farmers decades ago, when 
she opened Nora in Dupont Circle.

Healthful for You and the World 

Want to reduce your food miles? Here are some tips: 

SHOP at farmers’ markets. Eastern Market is the area’s biggest and oldest, but 
your neighborhood might well have its very own. Lookfor “producer-only mar- 
kets, ’’atwhichallthe vendors raiseorfarmtheirown products. Localharvest.org 
offers athorough list of farmers’ markets in the area. 

ASK your grocer. If heorshedoesn’tknowwherethe store’s produceorig- 
inated, ask why not, suggests Ann Yonkers, founder of Fresh Farm Markets, a 
collection of area farmers’ markets. At Whole Foods, most produce bins list 
where thefood is grown, and local foods are tagged as such. 

BUY from CSA (thatstandsfor Community Supported 
Agriculture), which allows consumers to receive regular 
shipments from a local farm. Localharvest.org has a list. 

LEARN what’s in season. Modern supermarkets have 
gotten us used to having all products at all times — often 
at the expense of sustainability and taste, says Yonkers. 
Spring is thetimefor green vegetables like asparagus, let- 
tuce, peas and chives, for instance. Seefreshfarmmarket.org 
for a chart of different growing seasons. 

CONTINUE youreducation.Thereare many resources 
onthe Web. Nationally, the Leopold CenterforSustainable 
Agriculture (leopold.iastate.edu) and Sustainable Table’s 
Eat Well Guide (eatwellguide.org) are good places to start. 
Locally, check out Future Harvest (futureharvestcasa.org) 
and the Johns Hopkins Center for a Livable Future 
(www.jhsph.edu/clf). b.q.

In addition to being better for the 
environment, local produce, she 
says, tastes better and is health- 
ier. “The farmer can pick it when 
it’s riper, when it’s at its height 
of nutritional value and flavor,” 
she explains. Produce from near- 
by farms tends to be fresher and 
often better- quality, too. 


Other D.C. restaurateurs have 
followed suit, meaning you’ll often 
find West Virginia ramps on the 
menu come spring, and organ- 
ic Virginia apples in your pie in 
autumn.

Think an eco-chic home means a Quonset hut 
filled with avocado plants and burlap -covered 
futons? That’s so 1977, not 2007, baby. High-style 
Interiors that make a low Impact on the environment 
have gotten easier to put together in recent years, 
thankstoaflotillaof ecologically correct products 
and designers. “You don’t have to sacrifice your 
sense of style to create green decor,’’ says Bonnie 
Trust Dahan, founding partner of VivaTerra 
(vivaterra.com), a Web site and catalog retailer that 
specializes In easy-on-the-eyes, easy-on -the-earth 
housewares and clothing. Big box retailers — Home 
Depot, Crate & Barrel — are even jumping on the 
green -is- groovy bandwagon. 

Decorating that saves the world means choosing 
sustainable materials whenever possible. Redoing 
your kitchen? Go with poured concrete countertops 
Instead of granite, since the showy rocks are a 
limited resource. When buying new items, aim for 
recycled -but- rad stuff like VIvaTerra’s dining chairs 
made of old wooden rulers ($325 each) or Sarah 
Clhat’s vintage plates (sarahclhat.com) custom- 
stenciled with images of astronauts or skulls. 

Or Indulge in the ultimate form of repurposing, 
and stuff your place with antiques. “They’re the 
best way of recycling,’’ says Dahan. “Head to aflea 
market, and go with what speaks to you.’’ 

Just don’t use the greening of your digs as an 
excuse to throw out everything and embark on a 
mad shopping spree. In the case of eco-design, 
disposable decor Is taboo, and less really Is more

For flooring, there are lots of 
options. Bamboo is a renewable 
resource, and Duro Design (duro- 
design.com) has it with vegetable - 
based stains in many different col- 
ors. If you’re more traditional, go 
for something in reclaimed 
wood. 


What about furniture? 
Can it be green and not 
ugly? 

If someone’s into a modern- 
ist look, there are always things on 
craigslist.com. And many blogs and 
Web sites — sustainablestyle.org, 
designturf.blogspot.com — show- 
case great things. 


How do you define green living? 

It means reusing as much as possi- 
ble, going for organic things when- 
ever you can, whether it’s food or 
clothing. And it’s also about buy- 
ing products that are fair trade. For 
me, it’s been an incremental process. 
But I think it improves life and sup- 
ports the planet. 

What small changes can folks 
make to be earth-friendly at home? 

Start by revamping your cleaning 
products. This has an immediate 
health benefit. Swap out the Clorox 
for Method stuff, which uses herbal 
ingredients and has a great smell. 
You don’t even have to wear gloves 
when you clean! 


Can you dress well yet be green? 

There are lots of eco brands that 
are just gorgeous, like the designs 
of Anna Cohen (annacohen.com), 
who used to work with Max Studio. 
Someone who shops at Anthropol- 
ogic and likes that vintage, some- 
what French look, would like Pre- 
loved (preloved.ca, sold locally at 
Nana, 1534 U St. NW).

Local spas 
smooth your 
body, soothe 
the earth 

You saw “An Inconvenient Truth ” 
so you reuse those little shopping 
bags to carry lunches and try really 
hard to remember to recycle. But the 
tree buggers will pull your cosmet- 
ics from your cold, dead, exfoliated 
hands. There are ways to combine 
beauty and consciousness, however. 
We sampled the services at three 
local earth-friendly retreats and 
learned that, while going green is 
not without compromise, the treat- 
ments are as good as, if not better, 
than a standard spa’s. 

D.C.’s best-known and highest- 
end green spa is NUSTA (1129 20th 
St. NW; 202-530-5700). The first 
spa in the country to be accepted 
into the Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design (LEED) Pilot 
Program for commercial interiors, 
the place was green before it even 
opened its doors. The location was 


chosen to encourage the use of pub- 
lic transportation; the furniture and 
equipment belonging the space’s for- 
mer occupants were given to chari- 
table organizations. And the entire 
facility was built using non -toxic, 
rapidly renewable and recycled 
materials. 

Nusta’s genesis wasn’t all about 
Earth. “The health component was 
more important,” says owner and 
president Elizabeth Snowdon. “I was 
working from home in a really old 
building with terrible air quality, 
and I was getting sick a lot. It was 
a firsthand experience that your 
environment can be really impor- 
tant to your health.” So Nusta’s 
walls are coated with fume -free 
low-VOC paint (that’s “volatile 
organic compounds”), and its air 
is thoroughly filtered. 

Snowden tries to blend her focus 
on environmentally conscious poli- 
cies with her clients’ demands. “It 
doesn’t matter how convenient it 
is, how pretty it is inside — if the 
service isn’t good, they’re not com- 
ing back,” she says. Thus, you’ll see 
decidely non-natural cosmeceutical 
lines like MDSkincare and Skinceu- 


ticals next to Laboratoires Dauget, 
a 100 percent- organic line heavy on 
the olive oil. 

Some treatments just don’t 
yet have analogous organic ver- 
sions. “As far as I’m aware,” says 
Snowden, “there’s not a peel that’s 
really effective and 100 percent 
organic, so there’s going to be a 
cosmeceutical type of product.”

mark move — long, pulsing strokes, 
some of which traveled all the way 
from my ankle to my head. 

Each massage varies by mas- 
seuse and recipient: Brad uses 
moments he calls “interpretive 
spaces” to read the client’s needs. 
On my end, the “interpretive spac- 
es” mean going as limp as possible 
while Brad gently shakes various 
limbs, then massages them. 

If you’re bashful, this is prob- 
ably not the right treatment for 
you — even though I was com- 
pletely draped, there were times 
when my knee was up around my 
shoulder or one of Brad’s hands was 
on my head and the other one on 
my ankle, stretching me like taffy. 
Instead of emerging in a stupefied 
daze, though, I left the table feeling 
invigorated and refreshed. 

For a more intimate setting, 
try DERMA HAIR CARE (ill Rowcll 
Court, Falls Church; 703-241- 
4004; dermahaircare.com), incon- 
gruously located in an office park. 
When owner/founder Honi Bor- 
den’s sons and husband began to 
develop mysterious skin irritations, 
she committed herself to finding 
green ways to help both her family 
and her clients. Derma Hair Care 
went from being just a hair-removal 
center (laser and electrolysis) to a 
company dedicated to treating the 
mind, body and soul. 

What troubles Borden is that she 
can’t go entirely green. While “all 
products are as organic and chemi- 
cal-free as possible” — from the soap 
in the bathroom to the USDA- certi- 
fied organic cottonballs — she has 
to make compromises, especially in 
her hair-removal services. Razors 
must be disposable; the same for 
cleaning wipes (which are, how- 
ever, unbleached). Maintaining 
hygiene is also an eco- obstacle: 
her paraffin wax foot treatment 
($20) uses individual booties to 
soften feet, rather than the typical 
communal vat of wax. “Here is the 
dilemma,” she says. “It’s not biode- 
gradable, but it is sanitary. I do as 
much as I can do.” 

Borden’s pride and joy is her 
Aqua Detox Body Detoxification 
($70). For a client’s first treat- 
ment, Borden sits companionably 
on the floor with a mug of tea. Your 
tired dogs go into a foot bath, into 
which Borden dumps in a handful 
of salt, then an electrical ... thingy. 
The idea is the negative ions of the 
salt water will go up into your body 
through your feet, bind with the tox- 


ins in your body, then leave, again 
through the feet. At this point in 
the explanation, I was mentally 
rolling my eyes at the nice by obvi- 
ously crazy lady. She fired up the 
machine, and the water started to 
change colors — first to a gunky 
brown, then black, then slimy green. 
Of course, the Amazing Technicol- 
or Footbath didn’t convince me of 
much. But when I left, I had the 
same pleasant achiness that follows 
a deep-tissue massage. That night, a 
sudden burst of energy sent me into 
a cleaning frenzy, and I slept better 
than I had in recent memory. 

For a touch of summer, the herbal 
spray-on tan ($30 partial bod, $55 
total body), made of brown sugar, 
water and beet juice, gave me a 
healthy glow. It didn’t last as long as a 
chemical-ridden spray tan, however, 
and faded in about four days. 

Splitting the difference between 


the Nusta powerhouse and the fam- 
ily-feeling Derma Hair Care is COM- 
FORT AND JOY WELLNESS SPA (9514 -A 
Main Street, Fairfax; 703-425- 
8800; comfortjoy.com). For hair-

styling, C&J uses not only organic 
shampoo and conditioner, but also 
EcoColors Hair Color. Nail treat- 
ments are all formaldehyde-free. “I 
wanted to offer services but without 
ingredients that some research has 
shown might not be healthy,” said 
owner Julie Smalfelt. 

Her environmentalism extends 


beyond the front room, which 
hawks organic tea and natural 
cosmetics. The spa triple -filters 
its water and even does its own 
laundry — Smalfelt couldn’t find 
a linen service that lived up to her 
standards. 

I started with a Therapeu- 
tic Salt Glow ($120 for 60 min- 
utes; add a 30 -minute version 
to another service for $65). First 
your body gets a once -over with a 
dry brush. Then comes salt, mixed 
with organic plant and essential 
oils, which exfoliates all over. I was 
then given a robe (they also gave 
me a disposable bra and panty set; 
as a woman of generous bosom, I 
advise my big-busted sisters to just 
skip it) and hied my salt- encrusted 
self to the shower. 

Next, I tried the Detoxifying 
Green Tea Ginger Seaweed Wrap 
($135), which began with green 


mud and ended with another show- 
er. Afterward, the winter dryness 
that’s plagued me since October 
was mercifully gone. 

Rubs and wraps aside, the best 
part about all three spas was the 
people. The owners got into the 
green business for personal reasons 
that they’re passionate about. And 
passion translates into excellent ser- 
vice.

certain nostalgia that conies with 
owning something with a past. 

Like buying a car, purchasing a 
home means you can go for some- 
thing brand new or a quaint resale. 
And deciding which kind of prop- 
erty is right for you can be as vex- 
ing as the choice between a 2008 
Beamer or a 2-year-old Dodge 
minivan. 

“Whether it’s a new or existing 
home, they all offer so many differ- 
ent options,” says Michael Rankin, 
managing partner with Tutt, Tay- 
lor and Rankin, Sotheby’s Interna- 
tional Realty, which has offices in 
D.C., Maryland and Virginia.

sector negatively. But Amy Crews 
Cutts, deputy chief economist at 
Freddie Mac, also says the recent 
changeability of the stock market 
helped stabilize the slower hous- 
ing market. 

“It pushed the 30 -year-fixed 
mortgage rates to near 6 percent,” 
she says. “Because of this easing, we 


believe the housing market (as mea- 
sured by housing starts and home 
sales) is nearing the bottom of this 
cycle, provided the Fed is not com- 
pelled to start raising interest rates 
again in the near future.” 

Everyone wants the best deal 
for his or her money, but figuring 
out when to jump into the market 
remains difficult. The benefits to 
buying now are plentiful. In addi-

tion to low interest rates, there’s 
a larger supply of homes on the 
market than in recent years. Per- 
haps more importantly, buyers can 
take a bit more time before mak- 
ing an offer. 

“Several years ago, a house sold 
in three days or less,” says Weth- 
man. “Now about half the listings 
that sell in any given month have 
been on the market less than 30 
days. Having to make a decision in 
30 days is a lot better than decid- 
ing in two days.” 

But there are also potential ben- 
efits to waiting. Interest rates could 
drop a bit more. Warmer weather 
typically brings more houses on 
the market, so buyers have even 
more to choose from. And there’s 
always the chance that prices will 
fall even further. Those possibili- 
ties have 28 -year- old Dan Pautler 
biding his time. 

“I don’t know if the market has 


gone down as much as everyone says 
it will, as much as I think it will. If 
anything. I’m fearful it will remain 
level,” says the insurance agent. “I 
don’t want to be locked in to some- 
thing if it won’t appreciate.” 

Single, Pautler rents a Spring- 
field apartment with two room- 
mates. He considered buying, but 
was shocked at how little he could 
afford in the D.C. area. 

“I could pay for half a home 
somewhere else,” he says. “It blows 
my mind that, for $300,000, 1 could 
get a two-bedroom, two-bath condo 
here, where somewhere else I could 
get a four-bedroom home.” 

Pautler says he will continue to 
rent until he feels he can meet his 
savings goals and still have expend- 
able income. That’s not a bad thing, 
say the experts. 

“Too many people got caught 
in the hype of, ‘You can’t lose in 
real estate but you can lose out,’ 
and bought homes they could not 
actually afford at market interest 
rates,” says Crews Cutts. “But they

could get into them using low intro- 
ductory payment incentives like 
negatively amortizing mortgage 
products. Many of them are now 
one $500 disaster (like a broken 
water heater) away from default- 
ing on their mortgage.” 

But renting also has drawbacks, 
like rent increases. Wethman teach- 
es a class for first-time home buyers 
in Arlington County. “Buyers I work 
with who are close in, in Arlington, 
Alexandria or D.C., say their rents 
have gone up between five and 30 
percent in the past year.”

Wethman says that trend is likely 
to continue. D.C. is a transient area 
and people just moving here may 
not be ready to buy, so they often 
lease instead. That means demand 
for rental properties is up. To make 
it worse, supply has decreased 
because many apartments have 
recently converted to condos or 
co-ops. Rents also increase with 
inflation. All of those factors may 
mean renters aren’t going to get as 
much for their money if they post- 
pone purchasing. 

Crews Cutts says part of the deci- 
sion of whether to buy now or wait 
should be based on how long you 
plan to own. 

“Presumably anyone looking to 
buy a home today is planning to live 
there or rent it out for many years to 
come,” she says. “ On that basis, what 
matters is getting good value for the 
money, in a location that provides the 
amenities the buyer wants and that 
is affordable to the buyer.” 

First-time homeowner Krouss 
says no matter what happens to 
the market, she’s glad she took the 
plunge when she did. 

“I looked at this as a long-term 
investment and I’ll keep it as a rent- 
al whenever I move out,” she says. 
“The neighborhood is so great, and 
I felt this would always have value 
in some way.” lynn thorne

The House

Real-estate pros 
and new owners 
divulge home- 
buying hints 

Closing costs. Escalation claus- 
es. Softening markets. Hardened 
sellers. If you’re a first-time home- 
buyer, it helps to be able to speak 
real estate- ese. It also helps to hear 
what pros and other recent buyers 
have learned. We asked several in- 
the-know sources, from a seasoned 
Realtor to young home buyers, for 
their advice on what you should 


know before plunging into the 
home -hunting maelstrom. 

The Buyers 

For Michele and Scott Lyons, find- 
ing their first home was a bit like 
looking for love. They briefly flirted 
with $500,000 condos in Dupont 
Circle, but realized they could get 
more for their bucks if they explored 
options in other parts of the city. 

Infatuation set in when they 
found an old church near the U 
Street in November 2005, but it 
faded quickly. The property didn’t 
have a bathtub or much of a kitchen, 
so it would have required a com- 
mercial loan (with a higher interest 


rate), plus thousands of dollars to 
bring the building up to code. 

They put their hearts on the line 
in early 2006 when they made an 
offer on a Columbia Heights house 
they now call the “Leaning Tower on 
Spring Street.” They probably knew 
the house wasn’t a good match: The 
structural damage was so bad Scott 
said the uneven floors and door- 
ways made it feel like being on a 
boat. But like many first-timers, 
their anxiety at potentially being 
left behind trumped their common 
sense. “The fear was if we didn’t get 
in then, we were never going to get 
in,” said Scott, 30, a lawyer with 
the American Society of Interna- 
tional Law. Their contract only fell 
through because they couldn’t get 
the warped property insured. 

Demoralized, they took a break 
from the search until fall 2006. The 


market had changed drastically 
during their nine -month hiatus 
and they were able to find many 
more places in their price range as 
they trolled through online MLS

listings on ZipRealty.com. They 
made unsuccessful offers on two 
properties before finding the three- 
bedroom house with a big back- 
yard they now call home for their 


5 -month- old daughter Calla. 

Negotiations on this house were 
complicated. An inspector uncov- 
ered minor structural damage in 
this house as well, but it was far 
more manageable than the Leaning 
Tower so the decided to proceed and 
asked for $19,000 off the price. 

An attorney with the Justice 
Department’s antitrust division, 
Michele knew that some real 
estate agents agree to give buyers 
a percentage of their commission 
back after the sale. Since they didn’t 
have a strong recommendation for 
an agent, they decided to go with 
one who advertised that he would 
give them some of the commission 
back. The agent gave them $2,000 
back after closing. 

But because they didn’t know 
the agent well, they clashed with

him over negotiations. The agent, 
who gets a bigger commission on 
a higher sale price, advised the 
Lyonses to accept $5,000, instead 
of the $19,000 they’d requested. “I 
really had to stand up to my own 
real estate agent,” says Michele. The 
seller eventually knocked $17,000 
off the price, but only because Scott 
and Michele were prepared to walk 
away from the deal. 

Big- decision paranoia sets in 
with most home buyers, but first- 
timers have an especially acute case. 
“It’s not like renting, where you can 
bail out,” says Amanda Glazebrook, 
a 26 -year- old geospatial engineer 
who closed on her Alexandria condo 
March 9. “You can’t bail out of a 
house — not without losing a lot 
of money — and that was pretty 
intimidating for me.” 

The two -level, townhouse- style 
condo Glazebrook purchased was 
actually the first property she looked 


at. But she did slog through 15 other 
prospective homes before making 
an offer. Going to extra open hous- 
es gave Glazebrook a chance to fig- 
ure out what she really wanted. “I 
looked at a lot of condos that were 
in high-rises, and a couple of those 
were attractive,” she says. “But when 
it came down to it, [this condo] had 
that home feel rather than the apart- 
ment feel.” 

Besides the condo’s new appli- 
ances, walk-in closet and red door, 
Glazebrook was also attracted its 
relatively low condo fees; at $239 
a month, they’re less than half of 
the fees at other places she looked. 
“The condo fee is what got me in 
the end. When I called my mort- 
gage company, the condo fee would 
make a lesser-valued condo actu- 
ally more as far as a mortgage,” she 
says. “And you’re not getting any tax 
deduction.” 

Looking back, Glazebrook says 
she should have paid more attention 
during her home inspection. Her 
inspector caught a few structural 


flaws, but he missed some biggies: 
The hot and cold water lines were 
reversed on her washer and dryer, 
and her bedroom door doesn’t close. 
Now that she’s in, she’ll have to pay a 
contractor to fix both problems. 

“I really blew through that guy 
not really thinking it was a big deal,” 
she said. Her condo was recently 
converted and had never been 


lived in, so she didn’t think any- 
thing could possibly be wrong. 

“You get so exhausted in the pro- 
cess” of looking at houses and nego- 
tiating and amending contracts and 
that you overlook things like this, 
she says. She advises prospective 
buyers to check “all the things that 
you think are redundant to check.” 
It’s not as much fun as admiring the 


shiny appliances, but it could save 
time and money in the long run. 

That hassle aside, Glazebrook 
couldn’t be happier with her deci- 
sion to buy. “I’ve gone through so 
many years of renting,” she says. 
“It’s a relaxing feeling to be able to 
go home and know it’s yours and 
know you’re not going to move in 
another year.” 


The Gurus 

About a year ago, real estate inves- 
tor Sasha Mehra and real estate 
agent and settlement attorney 
Noreen Qureshi decided to bring 
their know-how to the masses in 
the form of a class called “Smart 
Homebuying: Buying Property in 
Washington, D.C.” (The next class 
is May 12; for information see 


takeaclass.org.) 

The two -hour seminar covers 
making the decision to buy, selecting 
an agent, looking for homes, financ- 
ing, writing a good contract and the 
settlement process. 

Mehra and Qureshi want to 
make sure first time home buy- 
ers are equipped with the tools to 
ward off predatory parties. “Folks 
should be educated because then 
they’ll be empowered to under- 
stand the transaction and not be 
so dependent on the information 
they’re getting from outside sourc- 
es,” says Qureshi, 31. 

Financing is perhaps the tricki- 
est part of the equation. “Shopping 
for a home is half the battle,” says 
Mehra. “Shopping for a mortgage is 
basically just as important.” Mehra 
and Quereshi advise home buyers to 
look closely at what they can afford: 
Buying more home than you can 
afford is a dangerous risk. 

Even the shopping process is 
tricky for first-timers. “Sometimes, 
prospective home buyers are will- 
ing to gloss over things because they 
now have an emotional attachment 
to property that they are going to 
put an offer on,” says Mehra, 31. 

Take condo documents, for 
example. You only get three days to 
review them before deciding wheth- 
er to go for a property. Some buyers 
assume there’s nothing important 
in that boring stack of papers. But 
condo docs can reveal an upcom- 
ing heater or roof replacement that 
might end up costing $400 more a 
month in condo fees, a deal breaker 
for most first-timers. 

Qureshi and Mehra also advise 
their students and consulting cli- 
ents to look into nonprofit organi- 
zations like ACORN and city and 
county governments who offer tax 
incentives to first-timers who buy 
in their districts. 

Many first-timers worry about 
whether this is the “right time to 
buy.” Before she bought her first 
home, Mehra remembers being 
intimidated by all the chatter at 
her gym about escalating costs. 
“Nobody can predict the market,” 
she says. “But what you can do is 
do your research and comparison 
shop. Every weekend. I’m at an open 
house. I think it’s really important 
to know what else is out there.” 

The Realtor 

Brian Logan has been in the real- 
estate biz since 1972, and even 
though he doesn’t deal personally

with as many first-time home buy- 
ers as he used to, 20 to 25 percent of 
his firm’s buying clients are seeking 
their first place either in the District 
or the close-in suburbs. 

Logan, 60, advises newbies to 
spend some time sifting through 
listings on the Multiple Listing Ser- 
vice (MLS) to get a feel for what they 
can afford in neighborhoods they 
like. “Real estate is an investment, 
but it’s also and more importantly 
a home,” he says. “Location is a very 
important aspect of that. You want 
a location that you’re going to feel 
comfortable in.” 

But clicking through a few 
online listings and ogling photos 
of townhouses doesn’t make you 
an expert. That’s why Logan rec- 
ommends working with a Realtor, 
who can help sift through proper- 
ties for sale — and teach you a bit 
about the business in the process. 
“A first-time buyer or a buyer who’s 
not looking at houses as a piece of 
merchandise every day, they get car- 
ried away with the decorating or the 
ambiance and they’re not looking at 
the important things,” he says. 

Experienced agents know 
whether a property is a good value 
in a certain neighborhood. They 
know whether a fixer-upper’s quirky 
charms will hold up on resale. And 
since they trek through six or seven 
properties a day, agents also have a 


good eye for structural defects that 
could cause the owners big financial 
problems down the road. 

The complicated negotiating 
process can paralyze some first- 
time property purchasers. “People 
get so wrapped up in trying to get

the lowest possible price or the best 
possible deal that they let a good 
value or a good property go by,” 
says Logan. 

Financing is another stumbling 
block. Logan advises sitting down 
with a loan officer from a reputable 
company who will go over financing 
options and pre-approve you for a 
loan, so you “know how much you 
have in your pocket to spend” while 
shopping around, he says. 

Today’s cooler market is a boon 
for would-be buyers. “It gives you 
a chance to reflect on different 
houses,” Logan says. “You’re not 
being herded through like cattle.”
